of common schools.

Those sands blow about all winter—they 


aro too dry to freeze, if the snow covers 
them it soon blows off, and with it the hill 
on wh-ich it lay. Along the railroad a heavy 
wind will frequently drift the saud into tho 
cuts till it stops the trains. I havo myself 
seen si.xir.cho3 of sand on the track in some 
places, A heavy rain will partially subdue 
the sand for a very short tmic—while- it is 
raining, perhaps, not much longer. 


I staid till the shadows began to rue to- 


gether—till tho blots-scattered over tho 
landscapes had gone, and in their stead, 
dotted over tho whole view, wero shining 
points ol light floating :n tho dark shadow 
which lay everywhere below—spots cT gold 
—tho tops otthc hills just touched with tho 
lost night from Iho setting sue. I turned 
westou tho triil, as it was becoming quito 
dark, and reached tho camp at ten o'clock, 
after tho moon had risen and was throwing 
tho shadows to the west, more dark, strange 
aud weird than those rnado by tho after- 
noon sun.
